AUCTIONEERS SUED BY 
SCHOOL TEACHER. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

Patrick J. O'Mahony, school teacher, 
Kimmage road, sued Byrne and Company, 
auctioneers, Middle Abbey street, and Mrs. 
Sylvia Jackson, Rathfarnham, to recover 
£72 10s., deposit and auction fees paid on 
account for the sale of the house, * Corois 
Muire,” Rathfarnham. Mr. E. Lupton, R.C, 
and Mr. A. Powell (irstructed by Messrs. 
H. 1. Dix and Sons) appeared for the plain 
tiff, and Mr. Conor Maguire and Mr. M 
O' Leahy (instructed by Mr. J. H. Dixon) 
represented defendants : 

Mr. Lupton stated that his client entered 
into a contract through Messrs’ byrne to 
purchase for £450 the house, “ Coroin 
Muire.” He paid £50 deposit and £22 auction 
fees, and water and electric light were to 
be put in and the approach way put im 
repair. The plaintiff could put down only 
£150, and the auctioneers told him that a 
loan from the Civil Service Building Society 
woulc be arranged, The auctioneers sent a 
representative to the building society, whose 
engineer reported that the premises ‘vere no 
security for any loan. The sale was not 
completed, and the defendants refused to 
repay the £72 10s. ' 

Mrs. O’Mahony described the circumstances 
leading up to the signing of the contract and 
the paying of the deposit. Mr. Russell, one 
of the firm of Messrs. Byrne, told her that 
he would get a loan from the building soetety. 
and that money would not stand in the way 
if she liked the house. : 

The plaintiff stated that when he signed 
the contract and paid the money a Mr. 
© Hare from Messrs. Byrne’s went with him 
to the solicitors for the building society for 
the purpose of getting a loan of £500 on 
the house. Subsequently he got a letter from 
the solicitor stating that, owing to the very 
unsatisfactory report of their engineer, they 
could not make any advance on the house. 

After other suggestions from Mr. Byrne 
about getting security, the witness wrote to 
him stating that he would have no further 
transactions about the house, as the whole 
business “was based on your getting the 
building society money for us.” ‘The witness 
was unable to get his money back, and 2n 
one occasion Mr. Byrne suggested that the 
best thing would be to arrange a compromise 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-morrow. 


FIRST CHRISTMAS AIR MAIL 
FROM ANTIPODES.

SWEDEN AND THE GOLD STANDARD. 

Official statistics prepared by the Swedish 
Board of Trade and the Government Social 
Department tend to show that the departure 
from the gold standard has not appreciably 
influenced the general price level. ‘The 
Statistical Bureau of the Board of Trade has 
found only an insignificant raising of the 
price index by one unit, from 107 in Septem. 
ber to 108 in October. Since the index 
figures of the Board of Trade are based on 
the prices in the home market, this proves 
that there has been practically no inflation 
in Sweden, in spite of the fact that the 
foreign rate of exchange of the Swedish 
krona has fallen below par. At the same 
time, the Social Department has sent the 
Riksbank the prices for some 200 different 
commodities as a basis for the new general 
price index, which the Rigsbank is going to 
fix as a guide to its work and as a barometer 
of the price movements. This index will be 
founded on the prices of regular consump- 
tion articles, and includes also prices of 
articles used by the well-to-do classes. 
Although the figures arrived at by the Social 
Department are not yet known in detail, it 
appears that they confirm the result obtained 
by the Board of Trade—i.e., an insignificant 
rise of the general Swedish price level.

HE Northern Parliament will meet to- 
morrow in Belfast, but the session 
is not likely to be exciting in any way.

More- 
over, the hopes of the Six-County rulers 
for the establishment of a system of tariffs 
and safeguarding to protect Ulster indus- 
tries are apparently about to be realised, 
but prosperity cannot be restored all at 
once, and, in fact, it is pr.dicted that the 
coming year will be one of the worst in 
Britain’s industrial history.

cost of living is increasing, while wages 
are decreasing, must be very disturbing. 
The enormously increased vurden of taxa- 
tion on the middle classes and commercial 
concerns is also causing anxiety. It is 
to be feared that in many quarters the 
Prime Minister’s advice to the people to 
tighten their belts will have to be fol- 
lowed, but they may be consoled by the 
consideration that all will have to make 
sacrifices for the sake of the country. 
There is significance in the fact that the 
price of bread in Belfast has been 
advanced to 74d. per 4lb. loaf this 
morning. On the 1st December the price of 
milk will be increased to 6d. per quart. 


TEACHERS’ PROBLEMS. 


Two very serious problems are troubling 
the Irish National Teachers’ Organisa- 
tion, so far as Northern Ireland is con- 
cerned. The first relates to the position of 
married women teachers, who under a new 
regulation are to be called on to resign, 
and this is declared to be depriving them 
of their ‘‘ vested rights,” secured to them 
through their course of training and an 
agreement with the Education authorities 
to continue teaching for at least five years 
in an elementary school. 

The other question which is causing a 
good deal of anxiety is concerned with 
employment. It is stated that young 
teachers are left for months, or even 
vears, before obtaining an appointment. 
In order to improve matters it is. sug- 
gested by the Teachers’ Organisation that 
there should be some limitation upon the 
number of students admitted to training 
until .at least the workless teachers are 
absorbed in positions. Probably the 
dearth of posts is one of the reasons why 
married women teachers are being asked 
to resign, as the vacancies could be filled 
with young men, well-educated and fit. 
who are at present wandering about 
looking in vain for schools where they 
might find an outlet for their energies. 


“*PROFITEERING”’ IN RENTS. 


Some time ago a Parliamentary Com- 
mittee was set up to inquire into the 
charge of “ profiteering’’ in rents in 
Belfast and the Six Counties, but so far 
little or nothing has been heard of its 
deliberations. It seems strange that, 
with the cry of housing shortage every. 
where, there should be about 2.600 vacant 
ratings in the city, tut these empty 
dwellings are rented too high for the 
ordinary citizen. If rates were charged 
on these uninhabited houses, there might 
be a change for the better, but such a 
radical change of system is not likely ro 
be accomplished, and landlords are wait- 
ing for tenants to come along with plenty 
of money in their pockets.

widespread discontent. Owing to the 
curious working of the law of control! and 
decontrol, a family may find that they 
are paying twice as much as their neigh 
bour for .xactly the same accommodation ; 
for a controllcd house becomes decontrolled 
when it is empty, and a landlord may 
charge as much as his fancy dictates if 
he can find a new tenant to accept the 


It was admitted in the Northern 
House of Commons last session’ that 
‘‘ profiteering’’ in rents was rampant— 
although there were many honourable ex- 
ceptions—and it is essential that the Com- 
mittee of Inquiry should submit its find- 
ings and recommendations for a remedy 
at the earliest possible 1:0ment.

GROWTH OF MOTOR TRAFFIC. 


Belfast is a city of motor cars, and one 
sees almost endless processions of vehicles 
passing along through our central streets. 
We have many thousands of cars, and the 
number is being constantly increased. 
During the month of October almost three 
hundred new vehicles were registered for 


the first time in the province, and of 


| these 180 were private machines, most of 


which were of the costly description. Such 
a display of wealth seems to indicate over- 
flowing prosperity, but there is another 
side to the picture which is not so 
pleasant. It is to be seen in the back 
streets and in the huge roll of the un- 
employed. 

The growth of vehicular traffic has 
led to an increase in street accidents, 
notwithstanding all that has been 
done to instil the lesson of “ Safety 
First ’’ into the public mind. In Northern 
Ireland over fifteen hundred persons are 
injured in road accidents on an average 
every year, and of these about a hundred 
and twenty end fatally. This is a low 
estimate, but it shows that there is room 
for improvement in the conditions govern- 
ing our roads and thoroughfares. The 
new automatic signals on the Belfast 
streets are proving helpful both to drivers 
and pedestrians, and the svstem may 
reduce the average of city accidents.

Dublin, this week and judge “ Rango’’ for 
themselves. ‘‘Rango’”’ is an animal picture 
that is decidedly ** different ; 
same time the most interesting. the most 
appealing, and the most intelligently made 0! 
all the animal films yet presented. 

It is the work of Ernest Schoedsack, whose 
‘Chang’ deservedly received the app!ause of 
the wor'd. Schoedsack went into the jungles 
of Sumatra for the material from which 

tango’ is made, and the result is certainly 
one of the finest things that the screen has 
yet known. To the interest of a travel film 
is added an epic of jungle life that must be 
regarded as a work of genius. It is a film 
<o filled with surprises that it is one long 
thrill; and it is so charmingly arranged that 
few will be able to resist its appeal. 

“ Rango “ will hold audiences in suspense ; 
it will make them laugh and it will make 
them cry; so that it contains all the items of 
a perfect film entertainment. All other 
animal films must pass into the background 
whenever tango’ is mentioned, because of 
a sympathetic intimacy which no other similar 
film has hitherto achieved. 


SON OF THe APE. 

Rango is the son of an ape named Tua, and 
the story of the film hangs upon his adven- 
tures in his primitive haunts. The really 
tense life of the apes in the Sumatra jungle is 
pictured; there is little or no use made of 
mere comment, 

Some delicately-sensitive creatures are shown 
feeding gleefully in the grass. Suddenly ears 
go up, bodies become tense, and a shrewd 
““close-up ” shows the fear in all eyes. The 
ape is followed to the safety of a tree-top; 
again he is shown at close range, and the 
lear is seen to go from his eyes as the pal- 
pitation dies down in his body. The audience 
has seen a creature whose harmlessness 1s 
captivating, whose fear has been realised and 
shared, and whose relief has’ given sympathy 
its full scope. 

Chis intimate method brings the queer little 
creatures of the jungle, near-human in their 
emotions, very close, indeed, to the feelings 
of an audience, and a firm contact is a 
lished. 

Chief among tiese little creatures are Tua, 
the ape, and his little son, Rango, whose 
curiosity is aroused by a tiger-hunter named 
Ali and his son Bin. The apes are happy in 
their tree-tops, despite the prowling dangers 
of tiger and panther and eal on the 
ground beneath. So curious are Tua and 
Rango about the hunters that they venture 
into their queer hut and despoil it of its food 
store. To scare them Ali sets a trap which 
catches Rango, and in his captivity he behaves 
like a petulant child. He seems to be quite 
happy with the boy, Bin, but he shows his 
feelings with almost ecstatic delight when Tua 
comes seeking him, and he willingly returns 
to the perils of the jungle. 


KILLED BY TIGER. 
Separated from his father at a time when 
marauding tigers send thrills of fear through 
the jungle, Rango is tracked down and killed. 
The screams by which Tua seeks to warn the 
youngster of his danger, and the grief which 
the elder manifests at Rango’s death are 
surely among the most realistic things that 
the sound screen has yet presented. Kango s 
death is avenged by the placid water-buttalo, 
a beast not afraid ol tigers, which Bin had set 
ioose for the purpose. 

Beyond the simple story of Tua and his son, 
Rango, audiences go tiger-hunting with Ah, 
and are familiarised with all the devices by 
which the most ferecious of ammals is de- 
stroyed. When a tiger enters a clearing and 
utters his savage, snariing growl the blood of 
the spectator is almost frozen, and it does not 
need the tokens of fear on all the animals to 
make audiences aware that they are in the 
presence of a novei terror. i

Mr. Sean Lemass, T.D., said that in 
the coming general election the people would 
be called upon to make a decision of the 
reatest importance. If they decided to

It only needed the 
election of a party with a majority pledged 
to national independence to have a resump 
tion of the march to the goal of complete 
political freedom, which had always been the 
goal of the Irish people. 

Fianna Fail, Mr. Lemass continued, desired 
to remove the oath, not merely because it was 
in conflict with their sentiments, but because 
it also was a definite impediment to the 
preservation of internal peace. While the oath 
remained they knew there wag a possibility 
of one section of opinion being debarred by it 
from taking political action, and consequently 
seeking to secure their aims by other than 
political means. Fianna Fail was founded 
with the purpose of attaining complete 
independence by political means, and in view 
of their experience of the past nine years, the 
people should now be convinced that any other 
policy would fail to secure prosperity.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
UNNECESSARY. 


—— 


HE Government, says the Press 
Association’s Lobby Corerspondent, 
means to resist the demand put forward 
by Mr. Churchill and many other Con- 
servatives in the House of Commons for 
the insertion of words in the Statute of 
Westminster Bill regarding the Irish 
Free State Treaty. Ministers have been 
strongly pressed to add a saving clause 
to provide that nothing in the bill shall 
be deemed to authorise the legislature of 
the Irish Free State to repeal, amend or 
alter the Irish Free State Agreement Act 
of 1922, and an amendment to this effect 
will be moved in Committee in the House 
of Commons to-day. 

Mr. Baldwin will speak in the debate, 
and will announce the Government's 
refusal to accept a proposal which is re- 
garded as both unnecessary and consti- 
tutionally objectionable. : P 

The bill sets out in legal form what is 
the existing constitutional practice in the 
relations between Great Britain and the 
Dominions, and it embodies the results of 
three consecutive conferences. Both the 
Irish Free State and the Union of South 
Africa have asked that the bill should 
contain no reference to their Constitution, 
and the Government considers that it 
would be impossible to ask the Free State 
to agree to a provision which was not 
applied to South Africa as well. 


THE 1926 CONFERENCE. 


It was agreed at the conference of 1926 
that ‘‘legislation by the Parliament at 
Westminster, applying to a Dominion, 
would only be passed with the consent 
of the Dominion concerned.” It is con- 
tended in official quarters that the bind- 
ing force of the Irish Treaty rests on the 
Treaty itself, and that it will be no less 
binding as a Treaty after the Statute of 
Westminster is passed in its present form 
than it was before. Ministers feel that 
some of their supporters do not realise 
the implications of the amendment which 
they are pressing, and that it would be 
capable of doing much mischief. 

The Government, therefore, will call 
upon its supporters in the House of 
Commons to resist the attempt to amend 


the bill.

AR clouds still hang menacingly 

over Manchuria. In the north the 
defeated Chinese General Ma Chang-shan 
has re-organised the remnants of his 
Army, while a serious movement of 
Chinese troops under Marshal Chang 
Hsueh-liang towards Chinchow, only a 
hundred miles to the south-west of 
Mukden, is likely to bring about a severe 
clash with the Japanese forces in that 
reyion 

The Peking-Mukden Railway has been 
paralysed since Sunday afternoon through 
the movement of Marshal Chang’s troops 
to the north, according to Japanese 
sources in Mukden. 

President Chiang Kai-sheh, who re- 
cently left Nanking for North China, is 
said to be urging Marshal Chang to lead 
in person an attack on the Japanese from 
Chinchow, and strong detachments of his 
troops are believed to be advancing in the 
direction of Mukden. Japanese reports 
state that Koupangtze has already been 
occupied, and that a Chinese raiding 
party has appeared at Hsinmintun. 


DETERMINED OPPOSITION, 


Chinese reports, on the other hand, 
allege that a Japanese advance on Chin- 
chow is being prepared, and that the 
Chinese are determined to oppose it. 

General Ma’s intention in the north 1s 
to frustrate any plan to establish in 
Heilungkiang Province a Government in- 
dependent of Marshal Chang Hsueh-lian,, 
as has been done in Mukden and elsewhere 
in oecupied Manchuria. At Hailun he 
has established a new provincial Govern 
ment, duly opening offices and filling thein 
with Government officials. 

The General’s reorganised army is now 
spread out like a fan from the banks of 
the Nonni River to the north of Tsitsihar, 
through Koshan to Hailun, ready to 
attempt the repulSe of any further 
Japanese advance. As soon as the 
Japanese begin their evacuation the 
General intends to march southwards. 

There is, however, not the slightest indi- 
cation that the Japanese intend to 
relinquish any territory that they are 
holding, concludes Reuter’s Special Corre- 
spondent in Mukden,

The text of the resolution to send a 
Commission of Inquiry to Manchuria, 
which was agreed upon by the League 
Council this morning, has been sent to the 
disputing Governments, and their approval 
is now awaited, 

The draft resolution makes it clear that 
the sending of the Commission is not to 
be regarded by Japan as a cover for main- 
taining the occupation, and the Council 
evidently expects the evacuation to be 
carried out as speedily as possible. 

It is recognised that some time must 
elapse before the members can reach the 
scene of the conflict, and, in declining to 
associate the despatch of a Commission 
with the promised withdrawal of troops the 
Council hopes and intends that the 
evacuation should take place even before 
the Commission arrives. 


FRoM 


GREAT WALL AS PARTITION 


There the Commission will be able to 
report what it chooses, even to the extent 
of troop movements. It is proposed that 
the Commission should consist of three 
members, chosen by Great Britain, France 
and the United States. The suggestion 
has been made that Great Britain should 
be represented by a jurist, France by a 
general, and the United States by a dis- 
tinguished man of affairs. : 

In the text is a passage emphasising the 
necessity for the immediate cessation of 
military movements, and calling upon the 
two Governments to instruct their mili- 
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tary commanders to refrain from any 
further action or advance. It expresses 
the hope that both parties wall do their 
utmost to avoid any further collision be- 
tween the opposing forces. 

To avoid a collision at Chinchow, where 
some 50,000 Chinese troops are reported to 
be concentrated, it is thought possible 
here (says Reuter’s Correspondent in 
Tokyc) that the League of Nations may 
suggest to Chang Hscuh-liang that he 
should withdraw the bulk of his forces to 
the Lwan-ho River, within the Great 
Wall, leaving only a smali force of police 
on the Peking-Mukden railway. 

Such a move, it is pointed out, would 
greatly assist the situation, as it would 
remove the military menace to the 
Southern Manchuria railway, and serve tu 
quieten the bandits who are operating 
between Chinchow and Hsinmintun.

GOVERNMENT POLICY

CAPE TOWN, Monday. 
i I ‘HE great debate on the financial posi- 
tion of South Africa, which began in 
the House of Assembly on Friday, was con- 
tinued here to-day. The South African 
gold mines formed the principal subject 
tor discussion. 

Sir Robert Kotze, a former Government 
engineer, said that if South Africa were 
to follew sterling it would be equivalent 
te the discovery of great gold mines of 
immense importance, and such an event 
would be chronicled throughout the world. 

He stated that the most competent gold 
mining authorities estimated that the 
workable tonnage would be increased by 
half, but even if for reasons of caution 
the increase were only calculated at one- 
third, the estimated additional gold 
tonnage would be sufficient to provide em- 
ployment and to keep a province as large 
as the Orange Free State going for nearly 
a generation. 


TREASURY WINDFALL, 


This would be better than all the irriga- 
tion schemes put together. 

The output of the existing mines alone. 
continued Sir Robert, would increase by 
£221.000,000, the bulk of which amount 
would be spent in South Africa. The 
Government's share of this would amount 
to £22,000,000.

“ You're only giving us the same old 
threadbare carpet,’’ shouted the former 
Minister, Mr. W. B. Madeley, concluding 
an appeal to the Government to give the 
country a non-party lead in the present 
difficult financial crisis. 

It was intended for Colonel F. H. P. 
Creswell, D.S.O., the Minister of Defence 
and Labour, who, in a magnificently- 
delivered debating speech had compared 
the quite definite gold standard policy of 
the Government with the lack of any 
definite policy of the Opposition. 

He had further pointed out that had 
British finances been backed by the same 
ratio of gold as were those of South Africa 
Britain would never have departed from 
the gold standard. 


STERLING’S SEVERE 
BREAK. 


DUMPING AND OTHER 
REASONS.

TERLING suffered a severe break yes. 

terday as quoted in American dollars, 

French francs, and other important 
foreign currencies. 

‘At one time the New York quotation 
fell to the equivalent of 15s. for the 
English pound, a development that had 
an important influence upon the Stock 
Exchange, where for some days past little 
of an encouraging character had been re- 
corded apart from some buying of shares 
of companies that are expected to benefit 
from the operation of the Abnormal Im- 
portations Act. 3 

The fresh weakness of sterling appears 
to have been mainly due to a heavy de- 
mand for dollars, some said, in prepara. 
tion for the payment of the exceptionally 
large imports into Great Britain during 
the last two or three weeks. 

The buying of dollars, however, may 
have been part of a movement by which 
France is further reducing its sterling 
credits, and there was a story that France 
has decided to hold less monev in future 
in countries that are off the gold standard. 

If there has been a further repatriation 
of French balances, the operation has 
involved a considerable loss to the holders 
because of the fall in sterling. 

There may also be a connection between 
the demand for dollars and the momentuas 
step taken lately by Germany in regard to 
reparations.

THE PILGRIM’S 
PROGRESS. 


-“ 


In a leading article The Timea observes : 
The first list of duties imposed under the 
powers granted by Parliament last Friday 
“ó had a mixed reception. Some critics 
have declared that the duties are a miserable, 
niggling ittle bit of protection, incapable 
alike of mstaining British industry and of 
restoring the balance of trade. Others 
detect, in the inevitable complaints of British 
importers and foreign exporters the beginning 
of that slough of despond in which, as they 
have always contended, protection would en- 
gulf British industry. The truth is that 
both sets of critics are suffering from a com- 
plete misconception as to the character of 
the new duties themselves, as to the part 
which any fiscal system in this country can 
play in the task of national reconstruction, 
and as to the whole course of international 
trade at the present time. The facts upon 
which to form a more balanced opinion are, 
however, beyond dispute. The enormous 
scale of international debts, both political 
and commercial, world properly require an 
enormous growth of international trade if 
they are to be punctually and easily dis- 
charged. 


ABSENCE OF GROWTH. 

That growth has not, in fact, taken place. 
On the contrary, nearly every country, and 
not debtor countries only, have set them- 
selves to pile up an export surplus. The 
means selected have been the imposition o. 
very high tariffs on imports, supplemected 
in some cases by bounties on exports. ‘he 
final result can only be, and the progress 
towards it is now accelerating, the freezing 
up of international trade, and the spread of 
a plague of currency and credit troubles at 
the very moment when an expansion of trade 
and the smooth working of the credit system 
is most urgent. 

The reasonable person, who is neither a 
fanatical critic nor a fanatical devotee of 
tariffs, will, therefore, rightly decide that the 
new duties have at least been prepared with 
remarkable speed and remarkable discretion, 
and that, particularly when the further 
promised list appears, they wil] constitute a 
not inconsiderable stroke at the battalion of 
Apollyons which is straddled across the path 
of the British pilgrim.

BELFAST, Monday. 


THE statement of the financial position in Northern Ireland published in 
the “ Irish Times “ to-day was read with much interest in Belfast 
and the North generally. Further inquiries which | have made convince 
me that the vast majority of business men are opposed to the proposal to 
be submitted to the Northern Parliament to-morrow for a revaluation in 


Northern Ireland. 


The farmers are also opposed very strongly to it, as they believe that 
such a revaluation will eliminate any advantage they got from de-rating. 


The proposals are likely to meet 
with strenuous opposition in Parliament 
from all sections of the House, and it is 
not improbable that the Government may 
either have to scrap the project completely 
or postpone its consideration for a year 
until the full implications of the scheme 
become apparent. 


INOPPORTUNE. 


Business men and the community gener- 
ally regard the present as a most in- 
opportune time to put forward proposals 
of this character, and for reasons which 
I explained yesterday many leading 
business men hold that valuations in 
Northern Ireland should not be increased 
except as part of a general revision of 
the whole United Kingdom. Otherwise. 
they contend, Northern Ireland will, be 
called upon to pay more in income tax. 
and it was definitely understood that 
Northern Ireland, when the new Parlia 
ment was established, should not be called 
upon io pay more relatively than Great 
Britain. There is a growing feeling in 
the North that Northern Ireland is being 
‘‘jockeyed ” into the position by the 
British Treasury or its officials that it 
is to get all the disadvantages and none 
of the advantages of the interlocking svs- 
tem of finance with Great Britain as “a 
single fiscal unit.” 

Business men and others in the North, 
however, are rather surprised to find the 
Northern Government quietly acquiescing 
in that position. 


A GREATER PROBLEM. 


If the Government does not realise, tiv 
people generally are beginning to nel tha: 
all questions such as re-valuation and 
shifting of State responsibility to local 
authorities, are part of a greater problem 
of Northern finance involyi:nz the IJIm- 
perial contribution and the existence of 
the separate unemployment insurance 
fund. A demand is, therefore, growing 
for a full, free and open inquiry into the 
whole position in the light of past ex 
perience, and in the meantime a post 
ponement or, better still, a scrapping of 
the report of the Committee upon the 
financial relations of the State and loca! 
authorities. 

“The Northern Government,” deciared 
one business man, “should stand fast 
upon the basis of the arrangements made 
when the Northern Parliament was set 
up. The valuation and State grants then 
existing should be maintained, unless 
alterations are introduced as part of a 
general scheme for the whole of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland—as Great Britain and the North 
are now officially known. Northern lreland 
was assured that it would be no worse 
treated than if it remained under the 
Imperia! Parliament, and that should be 
the guiding principle for our legisiators.’’ 


FIXED CONTRIBUTION, 


‘A suggestion has been put forward that 
negotiations should be opened with the 
British Government for a fixed Imperial] 
contribution from Northern Ireland to 
take the place of the formula . volved by 
the Colwyn Committee. Briefly, this 
formula was that the Imperial contribu- 
tion was to be the amount by which the 
total revenue collected in Northern 
Ireland exceeded the actual and necessary 
expenditure in Northern Ireland with 
certain minor modifications. The Northern 
Government has pinned its faith up to the 
present on the Colwyn Committee formula, 
which emphasises the close financial unity 
of Northern Ireland and Great Britain 
With the latter imposing seven-tenths ol 
the taxation collected in Northern Ireland. 
the Colwyn Committee formula would 
appear to be the best, unless Northern 
Ireland is to acquire extensive powers of 
taxation. The Colwyn formula, however, 
has one defect which probably was not 
foreseen as a possibility when it was 
evolved. It provides only for the posi 
tion when there is a surplus of revenue 
over Northern Ireland expenditure. It 


does not lay down clearly what is to 
happen if the taxation imposed by the 
British Parliament produces sot a 
surplus, but a deficit. At present Great 
Britain gets all the surpluses, and 
Northern Ireland, it would now appear 
will have the pleasure cf making good, by 
extra taxation or economies, any deficits. 
This appears to be a very one-sided 
arrangement where two units agreed to 
stand financially by each other “ through 
thick and thin.’’ It is particularly un- 
fair to Northern Ireland, as its powers of 
raising new revenue are so limited. 


QUITE UNEXPECTED. 


A former member of the Northern Par- 
liament, who was closely in touch with 
the arrangements that were made tor the 
financial adjustments with Great Britain, 
threugh Sir Lamington Worthington- 
Evans, who was appointed by the British 
Government of the day. for the pur- 
pose, stated that when the matter 
was under discussion and the Imperial 
contribution being considered, Sir 
Lamington Worthington-Evans dismissed 
the possibility of no surplus revenue being 
available in Northern [reland. ‘ I asked 
him,” he said, “ what would be the posi- 
tion if in any year Northern Ireland's 
revenue from the reserved and other taxa- 
tion was not sufficient to pay the Northern 
Ireland services, much less a contribution 
to Imperial services?” ‘‘ Oh,” he re- 
plied, “I don’t think that will ever 
happen.” 

At that time the Northern Ireland sur- 
plus revenue was between hve and six 
million sterling, and the possibility 
seemed rather remote. It was quite 
evident, however, that if the possibility 
had been more fully realised the British 
(‘abinet representative would have made it 
clear that the ‘ fiscal unity ” was to be 
observed and the British Exchequer would 
meet any such deficit. I think this ts a 
matter which the Northern Government 
ought to take up with the British Govern- 
led on these

STATE AND LOCAL 
AUTHORITIES. 


At a meeting of the Finance Committee 
of the Belfast Corporation to-day, a com- 
munication was read from the hon. secre- 
tary of the General Council of Municipal 
Authorities of Northern Ireland forward- 
ing a draft form of resolution which the 
Executive Committee of that organisation 
recommended the local authorities to pass 
upon the subject of the report of the 
Departmental! (‘ommittee on financial rela- 
tions between the State and local authori- 
ties. 

It was decided that a special meeting of 
the cominittee be called at an early date 
to take into consideration the recom- 
mendations of the Departmestal ('om- 
mittee referred to. and to submit to the 
Council their observations thereon. 


DANGEROUS EXPEDIENT. 


A fixed contribution to imperial services, 
together with unlimited liability from the 
revenue in regard tounemployment insur- 
ance, might easily prove a dangerous ex- 
pedient for northern finances in the future. 
If the Unemployment Fund were re- 
amalgamated with the British Fund, for 
which many believe now it should never 
have been separated, there might he some 
point in pressing for a fixed imperial con- 
tribution. but even then it would be risky 
with Northern Ireland's limited powers of 
taxation. 

The best arrangement would be an 
adjustment of the imp .ial contribution 
to provide for deficits in revenue as well 
as surpluses and a re-amalgamation of the 
Unemployment Insurance Funds. 

Belfast business men feel that these are 
matters which should be pressed rather 
than revaluations and transfer of burdens 
to local authorities, which would place 
Northern Ireland in a worse position than 
it was when under the Imperial Parlis- 
ment. 


“CALL TO REDUCE | 


EXPENDITURE. 


IRISH CHAMBERS OF 
COMMERCE ACTION.

The President and Council of the Associa 
tion of Chambers of Commerce of the Irish 
Free State have forwarded to the affiliated 
Chambers the following memorandum regard 
ing the economic position of the Free State. 

Tn comparison with other countries, it 
ints out, the road upon which the State 
a travelled during the last few years has 
proved to be remarkably free from economic 
difficulties, but there are indications that new 
influences are developing, which. will 
materially affect its position, and call fot 
alterations and adaptations in its interna! 
economy. ' 

From 1924 to 1929 the movement of prices 
was advantageous to external trade, because 
food prices were maintained at a fairly 
steady level, whereas commodity prices tell. 
During 1930 the downward tendency cou 
tinued, and in 1931 it was accelerated and 
extended to foodstuffs, particularly those 
which are the products of this country. . 

It is not suggested that the fall in prices 
is entirely disadvantageous; in fact, it 
should mean a benefit to the country as a 
whole, provided it is communicated throug) 
all the range of prices, wholesale and retail, 
which no doubt will take place in due course. 
In the meantime, however, the country will 
be faced with an increasing burden in re 
spect of its overhead expenditure unless such 
expenditure is also substantially reduced. 

he Council, therefore, desires the business 
community to take all steps possible to se- 
cure a reduction in Báin and local expen 
diture, as well as a reduction in the costs of 
distribution and transport.

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

In Committee, on the Expiring Laws (Con- 
tinuance) Bill, Mr. Rhys Davies moved an 
amendment te omit from the bill Section 2 
of the Empioyment of Women (Young 
Persons and Children) Act of 1920, which 
vermits their employment on the two-shift 
system of eight hours each between 6 a.m. 
and 10 p.m. This provision, he argued, arose 


out of war conditions, and should not be! 


allowed to continue in peace time. 

Miss Mary Pickford, a daughter of the 
late Lord Justice Sterndale, made an excel- 
lent maiden speech on the subject. She 
defended the two-shift system as being mm 
the interests of the workers themselves, To 
go back tu the hours permitted under the 
Factory and Workshops Act would, in her 
cpinion, be a reactionary step. 

Mr. Oliver Stanley opposed the amend- 
ment, and on a division it was rejected by 
373 votes to 35. 


DYESTUFF ACT. 

More for the purpose of obtaining informa- 
tion from the Government than anything else, 
Major Attlee moved to omit from the 
schedule of the Act the Dyestuff (Import 
Regulations) Act of 1920. His point was that 
the dyestuff industry was not sufficiently 
enterprising in regard to the variety of dye- 
stuffs produced, with the result that large 
qnantities had to be imported from the 
Continent. He suggested an inquiry into the 
working of the Act, with the object of 
ascertaining whether or not the industry was 
being carried on with efficiency and to the 
advantage of the community. 

Mr. Ramsden said that the amendment, if 
carried, would inflict a serious blow on a 
deserving industry. In 1913 the production 
of dyestuffs in the country amounted to 
9,114,130 ib. In the first year, after the 
passing of the Act, the productions rose to 
90.802.563 lb., and !ast year the production 
was 42,590,243 Ib. 

Mr. Percy Harris declared that the Act 
eperated very prejudicially in the case of the 
cotton industry, and he urged its abolition. 

Mr. Hore Belisha, speaking for the Board 
of Tirade, pointed out that we now provided 
ninety per cent. of our own dyestuff re- 
quirements. It was asserted that by the 
Act we were creating a vested interest. If 
that was the case the more vested interests 
we created the better. In no case were 
the prices greater than the world price for 
the same commodities, and the textile im- 
dustry was bearing no undue burden. 

The amendment was rejected without a 
division. 

RENT RESTRICTION. 

On the question of continuing the Rent 
Restriction Act Mr. Maxton sought to re- 
move the right given to landlords under the 
1920 Act to charge an increased rent up to 
40 per cent. The time had come, he sug- 
gested, to stabilise rents at pre-war level. 

Mr. Grenfell supported the amendment. 

Sir E. Hilton Young (Minister of Health) 
was unable to accept the amendment, which, 
he said, would reduce to chaos the whole 
legislation on rent restriction, and would 
work great hardship to many pecple, partt- 
cularly mortgage holders. It was bound up 
with the whole question of housing, which 
the Government were considering iu the light 
of information now available, chat there had 
been a failure to provide an adequate supply 
of houses for wage-earners 

The amendment was rejected hy 3511 votes 
to 40. 

The bill passed through Committee, and 
was read a third time.

THE CUNLIFFE SYSTEM.

In an address on ‘‘Currency,” Mr. 
Frederick C. Goodenough (Chairman of Bar. 
clays Bank, Limited) at the Institute of 
Actuaries at Staple Inn Hall, London, last 
night, dealt with tle circumstances leading 
up to the present condition of the currency 
irobhlem and the reports of the Cunliffe and 
MacMillan Commissions, and then proceeded 
to outline the future currency problem. 

“ Conditions,” he said, ‘‘ emphasise the 
need for a gradual and general return to 
some system which involves a greater degrec 
currency control, subject to 
sound principles, such as was afforded by our 
pre-war currency system, and, as far as 
possible, relying upon the import and export 
of gold for the provision of the necessary 


. 


elasticity.” 


Difficulties stood in the way of an imme- | 


diate return to a system, the working of 
which more nearly approached the pre-war 
gold standard. 

There were the difficulties which were due 
to the present mal-distribution of the world 
stock of gold, to the unwillingness of all gold 
standard countries to allow gold movements 
to exert their normal influence upon the 
eredit structure, to the trade barriers which 
not only militated against the freer circula 
tion of the wor!d’s goods, but also prevented 
the greater stabilisation of world prices, and 
there was also the question of war-debts and 
reparations. i 

he problem of the currency system, and 
the return to more automatic control, as well 
as of the return to the gold standard, 
formed part of an international problem, in 
the settlement of which aimost all the great 
countries in the world would have to co- 
operate if success was to be secured. Pend- 
ing such co-operation, Great Britain must 
coutinue with a managed currency. 


MANAGED CURRENCY A 
NECESSITY. 

He believed that. a managed currency 
would be a necessity for a considerable time 
to come. ‘‘ When, however, we can return 
to gold, I think that some such system as 
was evolved as the result of the Cunliffe 
Committee report would be much to be pre- 
ferred to the system recommended by the 
Macmillan Committee, provided any manage- 
ment which would be entailed were exercised 
by the Bank of England largely through the 
action of the Bank rate, and provided the 
fiduciary limit is fixed at a figure which will 
ensure that there will always be a covered 
issue sufficiently large to prevent the gold 
reserve falling so low as to imperil the 
stability of the gold standard. This, with 
the aid of much better national financial 
administration, would lead more certainly to 


stability in the exchange conditions, through 


regulating more closely the value of our 
currency to the level of world prices. I] 
through the better manage- 
ment of onr internal affairs, we maintain the 
stability of the £ sterling, its return to gold 
may take place automatically as the result 
of the gradual improvement in world 
conditions.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Goodenough said that 
people often wished to know why it is con- 
sidered necessary to link our currensy to 
gold even although gold is no longer in 
circulation, and why we cannot adjust our 
exchange differences by means of gold pay- 
ments, irrespective of anv metallic backing 
for the currency. The answer was simple. 
It was because that by linking the currency 
ta gold there is set up a self-adjusting 
relationship -hetween the currency and world 
prices, which was essential for any country 


subject to the same economic conditions as 
Great Britain. 


i EMPIRE CURRENCY. 
Speaking from the point of view of 
Imperial policy, I feel sure that a purely 
managed currency would not appeal to the 
Dominions and Colonies as a snitable system 
for an Empire currency, e Empire is 
built upon the principles of Jiherty and 
freedom, and I feel certain that the various 
component parts would never agree with the 
idea of their respective currencies being 
managed from any one centre.

of God and welfare of the land; and that 
the people of the land receive you honour 
ably, and reverence you as their lord. the 
rights of their churches stall 
sacred and inviolate, and saying to St. Pete 
the annual pension of one penny from every 
house.’ 

It is not.teo Dermot MacMurrongh, then, 
that we must trace the conquest of thts 
country, but to the Pope who sanctioned the 
invasion, The English King bélieved that 
the Pope had the right of disposing 
of Ireland as he wished, and it is 
highly probable—almost certain—that neither 
he nor any subsequent King before Henry 
VIII. would dare attempt a conquest of this 
country without having first received Pana! 
assent. It is, therefore. to the famous Bull 
of Pope Adrian that we must attribute our 
troubles. In the words of Bishop Doyle 
(“J. K. “L.”): “From the date of the 
Council of Cashel we may date the history 
of our misfortunes.”’ That Synod, at which 
the Insh Church was brought into con 
formity with the English Church, then under 
Rome, was the sequel to the conquest, and

OUTSIDER’S SUCCESS IN 
APPRENTICE PLATE.

WARWICK, Monday Night. 
T HERE was some mist on the course here, 


and rain was falling when racing began, 
but it was not an entirely disagreeable 
afternoon at this old-fashioned meet ng, which 
has been striving hard to modernise iteelf this 
year, and is now a good deal more comfort- 
able than it used to be, though some of the 
old atmosphere has been lost in the process. 
Modest as the Warwick programmes are, and 
cramped though the course is, the meeting is 
vastly to be preferred to others in the Mid- 
lands like Leicester and Derby, for example.

Rappel 
had only ran twice this year, in the exrly 
summer, when she was third of four tunners 
in a wretched little race at Wolverhampton. 
and last of ten in an equally modest event 
at Chepstow 


A 20 TO 1 CHANCE. 

No wonder she was a 20 to 1 chance, but 
this did not prevent her from slipping away 
from them in the straight, and beating Nor- 
man Abbess by three lengths at a difference 
of only ólb. Jt was a curious race, for Spanish 
Main was left ten lengths, and then was ap 
with the leader, Bibi Tella, when they had 
gone a furlong. 

A more interesting race was that for the 
leycester Nurserv, won by the Phalaris filly, 
Gela, with 9st. 7lb., and giving 26lh. to the 
second, Wingaway, whom she beat by a 
length. She was drawn on the extreme out 
side of sixteen runners, and starting from 
such a position at Warwick in the ordinary 
way is worse than carrying an extra sever 
pounds. 

But Gela_is such a quick becinner that she 
is always able to overcome the handicap of 
heing badly drawn, and she was the first 
away here, crossed over to the rails, 
and Jed all the way. This made the third 
race she has won in succession for the Ran- 
bury bookmaker, who owns and honght her 
on the death in the summer of Mr. Ernest 
ponents and for whom Major Sneyd trains 
ier. 

She is tremendously fast: indeed. there 
cannot be many faster of her sex and agg. 
but her legs look as if they might not stand 
another season. 

The Kenilworth Plate of two miles was 
won by Mrs. Bendir’s Saint Reynard, who 
a few years ago was greatly fancied for the 
Cesarewitch, in which he finished second to 
Eagle’s Tail.

Tfornibrock nearly always got 
Macartney’s wicket when the two players were 
opposed to each other, and hie snccees against 
Duleensinhji was the feature of the 1930 Austra. 
lian tour of England, 

Tfornibrcok has jnet written to the Queensland 
Cricket Association stating that he cannot find 
time. for cricket and business, too. At the game 
time, his letter indicates that he is puzzled to 
know why he was not sclected to represent Queens. 
land against the South Africans in. the match now 
heing played. -Hornihrook was picked among the

high scores In the memorable final Test at the 
Oval Jast year Hornibrook took 7 wickets for 91.

On 
the whole tour he took 103 wickets for an average 
of 18.49 runs. In first-class matches only he took 
96 wickets for an average of 19.77. In the five 
Tests he took 13 wickets for an average of 36.03.

ARCHBISHOP OF CANTER- 
BURY TO PREACH IN 
, ARMAGH, 


Arrangements for a worthy celebration of 
the fifteenth centenary of the coming of 
Patrick to the Irish people are proceeding 
steadily. In most parish churches ey . 
out the country there will be Services on St. 
Fatrick’s Day; in some places special 
arrangements will be made. The dioceses of 
Killaloe and Limerick will unite in a Service 
in Limerick Cathedral, when the Bishop of 
Killaloe will be the preacher. 

St. Columba’s Day, June 9th, will be a 
notable occasion in Armagh Cathedral. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury has consented to 

the preacher, and there will also be 
present all the Irish bishops, the Archbishop 
of Wales, the Primus of Scotland, the 
Bishop of Sodor and Man, and the Bishop 
of Birmingham. The latter Bishop is to be 
the preacher at a great Service in Belfast 
Cathedral. 

Another feature of the commemoration 
year will be ey illustrative of the life 
of the early Irish Church. Preparations are 
already well in hand for one in Dublin, and 
it is Sed also that there will be one in 
County Down associated with the site of 
St. Patrick’s landing in 432. It is hoped, 
too, that a tangible memorial of the gieat 
anniversary may be left in a beautiful new 
church erected on the traditional site of 
Patrick’s first preaching in Ireland, at Saul, 
near Downpatrick. 

Carefully thought out plans have been 
made for popular instruction in the life of 
St. Patrick and the early Irish saints, and 
in the history and doctrine of the ancient 
Church in this country. Cheap pamphlets 
will soon be in circulation, and already a 
number of sets of lantern slides, each with 
an accompaning syllabus, are in circulation. 
Bookings for these should be made with the 
Rev. W. E. Vandeleur, 25 Mountjoy square, 
Dublin. 

The Irish Choral Festival Book for 1932 
is in the press. Its chief feature this time 
will be its Irish flavour, both in words and 
music. There is a fine setting for the 
Canticles, and a by no means difficult one 

Dr. Hewson, of St. Patrick’s, which 
appears for the first time. ‘‘St. Patrick's 
ange gs soe of course, is in a central posi- 
tion of honour, and there are a number of 
traditional ancient hymns of the [Irish 
Church. Modern authors and composers are 
also represented. The Commemoration Com- 
mittee has suggested that the book is suitable 
either in whole or in part for use at the 
various Commemoration Services. 

In the late autumn in Dublin a Church 
Conference will occupy the greater part of 
a week. A Subjects’ Committee is now 
busily engaged in securing writers and 
speakers for a programme which will em- 
brace the ancient, the medieval and 
Reformation, and the modern Church of 
Ireland, together with some of the con- 
temporary problems of the latter. 

It is expected that in the course of the 
summer sume large excursions to Armagh 
and other districts associated with the life 
and ministry of St. Fatrick will be arranged. 

The most important literary event in con- 
rection with the commemoration will be the 
eases under the general editorship of 

rofessor Alison Phillips of a history of the 
Church of Ireland from its earliest days till 
the present. The various writers have been 
specially selected with reference to the 
periods assigned to them. 

The parishes of Portumna, Cootehill and 
Kildallon (curacy-in-charge) are vacant. 

The First Sunday after the Epiphany 
(January 10th) has been appointed hy the 
Archbishops and Bishops as a day of Inter- 
cession for Unity. 

The Missionary Council have addressed a 
call to prayer to every parish in Ireland, 
asking that St. Andrewstide be observed as a 
special time of intercession for missionary 
work. They draw special attention to the 
critical situation in India, the unrest in 
China, and the financial difficulty in the 
Field owing to the loss in foreign exchange. 
A Service of Intercession will be held in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral on St. Andrew's Day, 
November 3th, at 8 p.m., at which the Rev. 
Canon A, W. Davies will preach. A special 
form of prayer will be used. 

The Rev. W. Hannah has been installed as 
a prebendary of Down Cathedral. 

The Rev. Canon Le B. E. ffrench has been 
appointed Provost of Kilmacduagh. 

The Rev. T. Fausset has retired after 
working for twenty-one vears in the Parish of 
Ashfield (Kilmore). The parishioners have 
made him and Mrs. Fausset a suitable pre- 
sentation to mark their esteem.
